2. SUMMARY TRANSLATION OF INTERVIEW WITH 
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CONGRESSMAN PAUL N. MCCLOSKEY. 

HEADLINE: PAUL N. MCCLOSKEY CONGRESSMAN WHO WANTS 
REMOVAL OF EMBARGO 

"I WAS A LIEUTENANT IN A MARINE INFANTRY DIVISION IN 
KOREA IN 1951. TURKS HAD BECOME THE SYMBOL OF 
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COURAGE AMONG SIXTEEN COUNTRIES WHO WERE FIGHTING 
WITH US... 

"THIS TURKISH COURAGE, NOT ONLY IN THE BATTLE FIELD, 
BECAME A MODEL AFTER THE WAR.. .NOT A SINGLE TURKISH 
SOLDIER OBEYED ANY COMMUNIST NOR DID A SINGLE ONE 
TAKE REFUGE IN THE COMMUNIST SIDE...I AM VERY SORRY 
THAT OUR COUNTRY HAS TURNED ITS BACK ON TURKEY, AN 
ALLY, AT SUCH A PERIOD. 

M I DON'T THINK THERE IS AN ANTFTURKISH MOVEMENT IN 
THE AMERICAN CONGRESS. GREEK MINORITY GROUPS WHO 
ARE WELL ORGANIZED PUT PRESSURE ON CONGRESSMEN IN 
EVERY STATE... 

"NO ONE HAD ANY RIGHT TO SAY ANYTHING AGAINST THE 
FIRST TURKISH OPERATION IN CYPRUS. BUT SINCE THE 
SECOND OPERATION, GREEK-ORIGIN CONGRESSMEN HAVE 
EXPENDED GREAT EFFORTS TO PUNISH TURKEY BY MAKING 
USE OF ONE OF THE ARTICLES OF AMERICAN LAW. YOU 
CANNOT REALLY DENY AMERICA'S GUILT IN THE CREATION 
OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM. 

"MEANWHILE CARTER ALSO OPPOSES THE EMBARGO AS DID 
FORD. ..I SHARE THE VIEW WITH THE TURKISH GOVERN- 
MENT THAT CYPRUS AND THE EMBARGO ARE SEPARATE 
ISSUES. 
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"I THINK THE TURKISH GOVERNMENT SHOULD MAKE 
POSITIVE ATTEMPTS WHICH WILL ENABLE CONGRESSMEN 
WHO SUPPORT REMOVING THE EMBARGO TO SPEAK MORE 
STRONGLY. I DON'T THINK A LOT OF CONCESSIONS

HEADLINE: I HAVE GREEK BLOOD IN MY VEINS, GREECE 
IS MORE IMPORTANT TO ME THAN TURKEY 

GREEK-ORIGIN REPRESENTATIVE PAUL E. TSONGAS, 

ONE OF THE LEADERS OF THE EFFORT IN THE 
AMERICAN CONGRESS TO CONTINUE THE EMBARGO 
AGAINST TURKEY SPEAKS ABOUT CYPRUS, TURKEY, 

AND THE EMBARGO. 

"LET ME TALK ABOUT MY OWN PAST FIRST. I CAME 
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TO THE CONGRESS IN 1975...THE AMERICAN 
GOVERNMENT FACED A CHOICE BETWEEN THE TURKISH 
AND GREEK GOVERNMENTS. IN THAT SITUATION, I 
NATURALLY PREFERRED GREECE BECAUSE BOTH MY 
MOTHER AND FATHER HAD IMMIGRATED FROM GREECE. 

"I AM GREEK. I HAVE GREEK BLOOD IN MY VEINS. 

GREECE IS MORE IMPORTANT THAN ANY OTHER 
COUNTRY TO ME...I THINK TURKEY IS NOT ONLY 
IMPORTANT TO AMERICA FROM THE POINT OF VIEW OF 
NATO. TURKEY HAS HISTORICAL TIES WITH AMERICA 
AND THESE TIES ARE WORTH PROTECTING... WHEN 
SAMPSON STAGED HIS COUP D’ETAT AND WAS 
TALKING ABOUT ENOSIS EVERYONE OPPOSED HIM. HE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAD GOTTEN SUPPORT FROM THE GREEK JUNTA. ONLY 
AMERICA DID NOT OPPOSE SAMPSON... 

"TURKEY REACTED TO THIS. I THINK SHE WAS 
OBLIGED TO AND HAD THE RIGHT TO... A SOLUTION 
MUST BE FOUND WHICH TAKES INTO ACCOUNT THE 
REFUGEES ON THE ISLAND.. .AS WE CANNOT GIVE A 
PRESCRIPTION FOR PEACE TO ISRAEL AND 
EGYPT WE CANNOT IMPOSE ON TURKEY AND GREECE OUR 
VIEWS ON SOLVING THE CYPRUS ISSUE... 

"MY COLLEAGUES AND I CAN SET FORTH THE GREEK 
POINT OF VIEW CLEARLY, BUT TURKEY'S OPPORTUNITY 
TO PRESENT ITS VIEW IS PRACTICALLY NON-EXISTENT... 

"EVEN THOUGH THE RESULT OF ELECTIONS IS NOT 
CONCLUSIVE ENOUGH TO MAKE HARD FOREIGN POLICY 
DECISIONS, STILL THE TURKISH GOVERNMENT SHOULD 
TRY.”

" ADAM BENJAMIN, WHOSE MOTHER IS ARMENIAN, WORKS WITH THE 
GREEK-ORIGIN MEMBERS OF CONGRESS TRYING TO MAINTAIN THE 
EMBARGO. ..FIRST OF ALL AMERICA AND AMERICA S DEFENSE 
INTEREST ME. I KNOW THAT FOR OUR MUTUAL DEFENSE OUR

" TURKS ARE PATIENT PEOPLE BUT I AM AFRAID THEIR

" I TALKED WITH DEMIREL AND WITH ECUVIT TOO.I

TWO. BUT I HHINK IF ECEVIT COULD HAVE COME TO 
POWER BY HIMSELF HE WOULD HAVE BEEN IN A SITUATION

" I SUPPORT LIFTING THE EMBARGO AS SOON AS

WITH THE JEWISH IMMIGRATION ISSUE IN THE SOVIET UNION... 

" NO ONE CAN DOUBT THAT TUEKY IS AN OLD AND GOOD 
FRIEND OF THE US. IT IS ALSO A FACT THAT TURKEY HAS A GREAT 
ROLE IN THE DEFENSE OF THE US... 

I AM CERTAINTHAT IF THERE WAS A WAY TO GET THE 
VIEWS OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE ON THIS SUBJECT 
THE DECISION WOULD NOT BE THE SAME.... 
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’...BEFORE EACH VOTE I RECEIVE HUNDREDS OF 
LETTERS FROM GREEK ORIGIN AMERICANS REQUESTING

'.THE REASON I VOTED AGAINST TURKEY ON THE EMBARGO 
ISSUE IS COMPLETELY DIFFERENT. I WENT TO CYPRUS
